All Car Rationing Rules Liberalized 


Govt. Pool Added to List; C Card Holders Now Eligible for °42 Models; 
Almost Anyone May Buy Soft Tops, Cars Costing Over $1500; 
°41 Models Freed; March Quota Is Raised to 48,300 


An expanded eligibility list for ration- 
ing of all new passenger cars and 
liberalized rules for the rationing of 
all convertibles, 1941 models, and cars 
in the higher-price brackets, were an- 
nounced late last week by OPA. The new regulations 
become effective March 6 in the 48 states and the District 
of Columbia only. At the same time, OPA said the nation’s 
entire stock of unsold new cars would be available for 
rationing, including those in the so-called “government 
pool” which at the time rationing began were set aside 
for release after the first year. This brings the total now 
on hand for rationing to about 240,000. 


Principal changes made in a completely rewritten and 
simplified automobile ration order are: 


1 Modernate enlargement of the list of persons eligi- 

ble for any new car, to include anyone whose 
present car is no longer serviceable and who needs a 
car for the purposes listed in the “C” list of the 
gasoline rationing regulations—such as essential war 
workers and physicians—regardless of the number of 
miles he needs to drive. 


2 A somewhat greater expansion in the list of eligi- 

bles for all convertibles and cars with a list price 
over $1,500 so that these vehicles, which experience 
has shown are not needed by the more essential work- 
ers, will be available to any one who needs a car in 
carrying on either a gainful occupation or work related 
to the war effort or public welfare, and who does not 
have the use of a serviceable car. 


3 Cars of 1941 model, driven less than 1,000 miles, 

can be purchased by anyone who needs a car in a 
gainful occupation or work related to the war effort 
or public welfare, without applying to a war price and 
rationing board for a rationing certificate. In this 
case, the dealer selling the car will be responsible for 
securing information showing that the buyer is quali- 
fied. He is required to send this information to the 
OPA Inventory unit in New York.

Even an eligible person is required to 
show need in order to buy a 1942 model. 
In deciding whether an applicant needs an 
automobile, the local rationing board will 
consider first whether he has a car that 
is adequate for his purpose. Unless the facts show other- 
wise, the board may decide that a 1939 or older car is 
not serviceable. It also may decide that any car driven 
over 40,000 miles, irrespective of its age, is inadequate.

Eastman Warns

Who Will Take First Step 
On Incentive Pay Plan? 


Who is going to be the first to propose that indus- 
trial workers in the major auto plants go back to the 
incentive wage plan—the unions or management? Both 
sides are ready for this move, information coming to 
AUTOMOTIVE NEwsS indicates, but neither seems willing 
to initiate the first step. 


Management wants it because it will enable them 
to get out a greater amount of finished products, without 
building more machine tools or training thousands of 
raw hands. 


Labor wants it, according to some labor officials, 
because it gives them an opportunity of showing their 
members that they are on the job trying to get them 
more money to offset the Victory and income taxes that 
will be taken at the source, and also give them an 
opportunity to do something about labor hoarding which 
they feel may soon blow up in their faces. 


Both can see in the incentive plan an opportunity 
to pay men more money, without locking horns with 
the government on the “Little Steel” formula. 

Right now management has the opportunity to put 
itself in the driver’s seat by looking out for the interests 
of their employes, if they will institute negotiations 
looking to the adoption of this program within the next 
60 days—before Congress formally adopts some form 
of pay-as-you-go taxation. 


Effective March 1, there will be only 
one class of NADA membership instead 
of the two former classifications, serv- 
ice and sustaining. Resolutions de- 
signed to change the membership 
structure of the organization were adopted by NADA 
directors at the recent annual meeting in Cincinnati. The 
changeover to one classification only was announced late 
last week by Russell C. Jones, of Reading, Pa., chairman 
of the association’s membership committee, following a 
series of conferences with Executive Vice-President Ray 
Chamberlain. 


No details were announced, since these are to be 
worked out by the membership group on the basis of a 
number of ideas and suggestions evolved during the past 
week by Jones and Chamberlain. While the plan in 
general has organization approval and is now in effect, 
the details of its application and modus operandi must be 
approved by the Executive committee. Delay in the matter 
up to this time, following approval of the new plan in 
Cincinnati, has been due to Jones’ illness. Back on the 
job now, quick action is promised.

War Tires, made of reclaimed rubber, 
will be available after March 1 to those 
motorists whose gas rationing cards 
entitle them to more than 560 miles 
of driving per month, OPA announced 
last week. At the same time OPA placed the War Tires 
in Grade 2 instead of Grade 3, because of a shortage of 
casings in Grade 2. 

Earlier in the week OPA formally announced removal 
of rationing restrictions on recapping of passenger car and 
light truck tires with passenger type camelback This 
means that owners of passenger cars and commercial ve- 
hicles, using tires smaller than 7.50 x 20, will be able to get 
their casings recapped with reclaimed rubber camelback 
without applying to their local rationing boards for certifi- 
cates.

LANSING. — Oldsmobile dealers 
contributed to the nation’s war ef- 
fort by servicing more privately- 
owned automobiles during the past 
year than in any similar period in 
the 45-year history of the company. 
Latest figures from approximately 
40 percent of Oldsmobile’s dealers 
show they are contributing to the 
nation’s scrap drive at the rate of 
2,296,000 pounds per month. 

These declarations were made 
last week by H. A. Trevellyan, 
Oldsmobile’s general sales manager, 
upon his return from a coast to 
coast trip visiting factory field or- 
ganization and dealers. 

“Dealers have, and are conduct- 
ing service training schools to 
teach newly-acquired mechanics to 
service cars according to factory- 
recommended methods. They have, 
and are adding manpower where- 
ever possible to keep pace with 
local needs,” Trevellyan said. 

“Olds dealers everywhere are 
contributing every possible piece of 
scrap metal to ease the national 
shortage. Figures available today 
show that our dealers have con- 
tributed approximately 12,838,000 
pounds during the past five months. 
Their present programs call for a 
continuance of these contributions 
on even bigger scales in the future. 

“Oldsmobile dealers are currently 
engaged in a manpower program 
to maintain their present service 
offerings. Although service me- 
chanics are officially recognized to- 
day as essential to winning the 
war, the need for skilled workmen 
in dealer service departments is 
greater than the supply. Conse- 
quently, our dealers are recruiting 
men today from neighboring com- 
munities who are not now engaged

Speed Exemptions Set

WASHINGTON.—Trucks mak- 
ing emergency deliveries for the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion and War Shipping Adminis- 
tration will be permitted to ex- 
ceed the 35-mile-an-hour speed 
limit for a 60-day trial period 
beginning March 1. 

Joseph B. Eastman, ODT di- 
rector, said he had been advised 
by the War department and the 
other agencies that the 35-mile 
limit had delayed some ship- 
ments of vital war supplies. 

Trucks must carry certificates 
of exemption and display emer- 
gency service pennants. Certifi- 
cates may be obtained at ODT 
district offices and associations 
affiliated with the American 
Trucking Assns., Inc., and from 
offices of the four war agencies, 


Bodily-Injury 
Rates Reduced 


NEW YORK. — Revision of 
bodily-injury liability rates for 
commercial automobiles, garage 
dealers, service stations, taxicabs 
and public passenger-carrying 
buses has been announced by the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters and the Mu- 
tual Casualty Insurance Rating 
Bureau, covering the country. 

A reduction of 20 percent has 
been made in the _ bodily-injury 
liability rates for commercial auto- 
mobile classes 4 and 5, including 
hired cars, non-ownership classes 
1 and 2 and garage dealers and 
repair shops, service stations and 
storage garages. For the garage 
risks, the reduction applies only to 
the payroll rates and not to the 
minimum premiums.

Relief for Dealers is Due 


Under N.C. Bills 


RALEIGH, N. C. — Bessie B. 
Phoenix, secretary of the North 
Carolina Automobile Dealers Assn., 
states that the proposed Revenue 
Bill has passed its third reading in 
the House of Representatives of 
the North Carolina General Assem- 
bly and is now before the Senate. 
This bill carries a section reducing 
the privilege license tax for auto- 
mobile dealers by 75%. 

Mrs. Phoenix also reported that 
a bill has been enacted into law, 
giving county tax assessing units 
the authority to assess frozen vehi- 
cles in the dealers’ stock at a re- 
duced value. This law applies to 
1943 taxes and is effective for the

Rationing Rules Liberalized

If the applicant is found not to have a serviceable car, 
the board then will judge his need on the basis of the 
distance which he must travel in his eligible activity, the 
adequacy of public transportation, the amount of time he 
could save by using a car, and any other relevant factors. 


This new section, which gives local boards wider dis- 
cretion in determining the applicant’s need, supplants a 
hard and fast list of standards that were contained in 
the former order. Following is the new list of occupations 
and uses upon which eligibility for all new cars (except 
1941 models, convertibles and those without a list price 
over $1,500) depends: 


Official government or Red Cross business; travel from school to school: 
group transportation to school; carrying U. S. mail; wholesale newspaper 
delivery and supervision; carrying non-portable photographic equipment; 
professional calls by licensed farm veterinaries; professional calls by public 
health and nurses; professional calls by licensed embalmers; religious calls 
by practicing ministers; religious calls by religious practioners; carrying 
farm produce and supplies; transporting farm workers, fishermen, seamen, 
marine workers and radio broadcast engineers; transporting various essential 
workers; recruiting and training workers; maintaining peaceful industrial 
relations; transporting construction workers, repair, maintenance and 
installation men—skilled services; members of armed forces; various delivery 
services; dealing in scrap metal; professional calls by social* workers: 
selling essential products. 


In addition, a person who has ODT permission to add 
a taxicab to his fleet or who wishes to replace an unservice- 
able cab operated under ODT authority, is eligible.

CWN’s Not Required 


For Army Trucks 

WASHINGTON.—Army trucks 
are not required to carry Certifi- 
cates of War Necessity, accord- 
ing to ODT. This means, the 
ODT emphasized, that no certifi- 
cate is necessary in order to 
purchase repair parts, gasoline 
or tires for such trucks. 

The ODT statement was 
Prompted by complaints that 
garages and dealers frequently 
have refused to sell repair parts 
to drivers of Army trucks, 
which had breakdowns away 
from their home base, because 
the drivers could not present 
Certificates of War Necessity.

1, To assist in securing informa- 
tion on local problems relating to 
maintenance facilities, replacement 
parts, available maintenance mate- 
rials, maintenance personnel short- 
ages, and the effect of government 
limitation orders on maintenance. 

2. To disseminate information to 
the industry on all government 
regulations which affect vehicle 
and tire maintenance. 

3. To assist automotive, tire, 
parts and oil companies cooperat- 
ing in the U. S. Truck Conserva- 
tion Corps in promoting greater 
interest in preventive maintenance 
among vehicle owners, drivers and 
mechanics. 

4. To assist in passing on to 
maintenance men and establish- 
ments the information prepared by 
the SAE-ODT Maintenance Meth- 
ods Coordinating committee and its 
various sub-committees working 
with the Vehicle Maintenance sec- 
tion. 

5. To assist and advise dealers, 
garage owners, jobbers and other 
maintenance organizations, 
schools and other’ interested 
groups in developing training 
programs for mechanics and 
drivers. 

6. To assist in gathering infor- 
mation regarding the possibilities 
of and the procedures to be fol- 
lowed in pooling maintenance fa- 
cilities, tools and manpower, if and 
when such action may become 
necessary or desirable. 

The ODT emphasized the impor- 
tance of prompt expansion of pre- 
ventive maintenance programs in 
order to keep irreplaceable auto- 
motive equipment rolling. 


Form for Labor Rate 


Adjustments Praised 

PHILADELPHIA. — A_ sample 
form on which to submit state- 
ments for labor rate adjustments, 
prepared by the Philadelphia 
Automobile Trades Assn., has won 
the endorsement of the War Labor 
Board here. The form was drawn 
up by Martin Bury, PATA presi- 
dent, to help members of the or- 
ganization file information required 
by WLB. Officials of the local war 
agency commended its simplicity 
and indicated they would recom- 
mend it for general use. 

Identified as “Schedule A”, the 
8% by 11 inch form lists several 
employe classifications and _ pro- 
vides space to mark maximum and 
minimum present and _ proposed 
rates. Provision is made also for 
such information as present work- 
ing plan (hourly rate, flat rate or 
contract rate), present work week 
and proposed trainee progression. 


Plantation Loses Cut 


U. S. Rubber Net 

NEW YORK.—The loss due to 
Japanese seizure of its rubber 
plantations caused a reduction in 
net earnings of United States Rub- 
ber Co. in 1942, it was reported to 
stockholders last week by F. B. 
Davis jr., chairman. Net was 
$8,381,011 after all charges, includ- 
ing war losses of $15,487,414. 

This is equal to $1.82 a share on 
1,739,092 of common stock out- 
standing, after allowing for pre-

Dealers Advised 

AKRON.—Akron District 
Automobile Dealers Assn, ad- 
vises dealers as follows: 

“If you have lost a mechanic 
to another industry during the 
past few months and definitely 
are in need of additional man- 
power, contact such former em- 
ploye to determine if he (a) is 
working at a lesser skill and 
(b) desires to return to work 
for you. If the answer is yes to 
both questions, then the em- 
ploye himself should ask his 
present employer for a release. 
If there is a refusal, or a ques- 
tion as to his working at his 
highest skill, then the employe 
himself should consult the U, S. 
Employment Service, which will 
assist in making a proper de- 
termination.” 





Analysis Shows 
Benefits to Shop 


PHILADELPHIA.—Auto dealers 
employing eight or less persons, 
may raise wages without consult- 
ing with the Wage and Hour divi- 
sion and, having done this, may 
increase the selling price of their 
labor without securing permission 
from OPA, it was stated last week 
by Martin Bury, president of Phil- 
adelphia Automobile Trade Assn. 


Authority to do this, Bury said, 
is granted in Supp. Service Reg. 6 
of Maximum Price Regulation No. 
165 as released on Feb. 15. This in- 
terpretation has been strenthened, 
he added, by an analysis of the di- 
rective from Paul W. Bruton, chief 
price attorney of the OPA’s local 
Office. 

Bury warned, however, that “If 
you proceed on this basis and later 
increase your total number of em- 
ployes to nine or more, the whole 
situation becomes quite involved.” 
In such a case, he said, “Forms and 
reports must be filed on all in- 
creases made and approval of them 
becomes necessary.” 


Kentucky OK’s 


3 Concessions 


LOUISVILLE.—To expedite the 
movement of war material by mo- 
tor transport, Kentucky has agreed 
to three reciprocal interstate trade 
concessions at the recommendation 
of ODT. 

The concessions: (1) Make it 
possible for common and contract 
carriers to interchange trailer with 
power unit or tractor. (2) Permit 
“For Hire” carriers to purchase 
the same number of excise tax 
plates this year as in 1942, All units 
in excess of that number are per- 
mitted four casual trips through 
Kentucky each month without the 
purchase of excise tags or license 
plates. (3) Provide that the divi- 
sion of motor transportation set up 
the “modus operandi” system 
covering enforcement of casual 
trips. 


15 Cents a Pound Now 


For Aluminum Items 
PITTSBURGH.—Roy A. Hunt, 
president of Aluminum Co. of 
America, announced last week that, 
as a result of a_ renegotiation 
agreement entered into with the 
government, Alcoa is making effec- 
tive March 1, a new and lower 
schedule of prices for semi-fabri- 
cated and fabricated aluminum. 
Hunt stated that with this new 
schedule for semi-fabricated and 
fabricated aluminum and the four 
reductions in the price of alu- 
minum ingot, price has been low- 
ered from 20 cents in 1939 to its 
present level of 15 cents a pound. 


Engineers Sees Alcan 


As of Little Aid 

DES MOINES.—On leave of ab- 
sence from the Alcan highway pro- 
ject, C. C. Coykendall, administra- 
tive engineer of the Iowa highway 
commission, said here last week 
that he doubts the road will be ef- 
fective as an Army supply route. 

Coykendall advocates Pacific 
supply lanes as a better means of 
carrying aid, saving the Alcan road 
as an auxiliary. He said “it would 
take 20,000 persons alone to man 
the trucks needed to carry supplies 
over the 700-mile roadway.

Montreal Ordered to Pay 


Claim of Dealer 

MONTREAL.—Justice Louis 
Cousineau, in superior court, has 
held the City of Montreal] liable for 
the sum of $2,070, representing the 
new federal sales tax which went 
into force between the time the 
city purchased a number of trucks 
and automobiles and the time de- 
livery was made, The _ justice 
ordered the city to pay to Clermont 
Motors, Ltd., from whom the ma- 
chines were purchased, the full 
amount of the claim. 

According to a contract dated 
Nov. 26, 1940, the city bought 59 
motor vehicles for a _ price of 
$63,845, from Clermont Motors. 
Four days later the new tax went 
into effect and, as collection agent 
for the federal government, the 
company remitted the amount of 
the tax to federal authorities. As 
the amount of the tax was not 
included in the contract price, be- 
cause no such tax was then in 
force, the company subsequently 
made a claim on the city for re- 
imbursement of the amount. The 
court found that the city became 
owner of the motor vehicles on the 
day the contract was signed and 
at that date the new tax did not 
exist and therefore could not be 
considered as a charge against 
the seller.

AKRON.—Sales of new automo- 
biles in Summit county, for the 
week ended Feb. 18, slumped again, 
with nine new cars reported sold 
as compared with 27 the previous 
week and eight the same week 
last year.
